JONAS  LATHAM  GRAY 


JONAS  LATHAM  GRAY  was  born  in  New  London  county,  Connecticut, 
August  1,  1762  as  the  oldest  child  of  Hannah  Latham  and  Philip  Gray  Jr.  In 
the  book  'History  of  the  Town  of  Ledyard,  Connecticut'  by  the  Rev.  John 
Avery,  printed  in  1901,  there  is  an  article  on  page  130,  entitled  'The  Gray 
Family'.  Mr.  Avery's  account  of  the  Grays  is  based  on  a  history  of  the 
Gray  Family,  written  in  1851  by  Asa  Gray  Jr.  (Asa  Gray  Sr  4  was  a  half 
brother  to  Jonas  -Latham  Gray.)  Mr.  Asa  Gray's  family  history  contains 
several  errors  especially  in  the  matter  of  dates 4  Mr.  Avery  has  repeated 
these  errors.  Both  of  these  histories  were  corrected  by  our  cousin,  Carrie 
Gray  Hurley  in  1928.  These  corrections  are  now  on  file  in  the  library  of 
the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  1776  D  Street,  N.  W. ,  Washington 
6,  D.C.  In  preparation  for  this  pamphlet  on  the  Gray  family,  all  of  these 
works  have  been  carefully  studied.  Additional  information  has  been  found 
in  the  Groton  Vital  Records,  Family  Bibles,  Cemeteries,  and  county  histories. 


PHILIP  GRAY  Sr.,  grandfather  of  Jonas  Datham  Gray  was  born  in 
Scotland  about  1690.  There  is  a  family  tradition  that  his  parents  had, 
four  months  before  the  birth  of  Philip  Gray,  escaped  from  Ireland,  due  to 
religious  persecution.  Regardless  of  this  the  Gray  family  is  of  Scotch 
origin.  About  1710,  Philip  Gray  and  his  brother  Benjamin  Gray  came  to 
America,  landed  at  Boston,  and  eventually  found  their  way  to  Ledyard, 
Connecticut,  where  Philip  Gray  remained  until  his  death.  He  was  a  knitter 
v  by  occupation.  Philip  Gray  Sr.  died  April  3,  1780,  aged  about  ninety  years. 


Philip  Gray  Sr.  was  married  November  21*,  1737  to  Mrs.  Mary 
Stoddard  Button,  daughter  of  Mary  Mortimer  and  Robert  Stoddard,  and  relict 
of  one  Button.  The  Groton  Vital  Records,  Book  I,  records  her  as  Mary 
Killam,  which  apparently  is  an  error  for  Mary  Button.  Mary  Stoddard  Button 
Gray  was  baptized  March  1*,  1701*.  She  is  mentioned  in  her  father's  will 
written  in  17l*9,  at  which  time  she  was  alive  and  the  mother  of  children 
by  Philip  Gray.  The  Stoddard  Family  history  can  be  found  in  Mr.  Avery's 
book,  the  Spicer  Genealogy,  and  a  'History  of  the  Stoddard  Family'  by 
E.  W.  Stoddard.  The  Stoddard  family  is  of  English  descent.

PHILIP  GRAY  Jr.,  father  of  Jonas  Latham  Gray  was  born  in 
Ledyard,  Connecticut,  December  29,  1738  and  died  there  April  3,  1802.  He 
was  a  cooper  by  occupation.  He  was  married  August  29,  1761  to  Hannah 
Latham,  daughter  of  Hannah  and  Joseph  Latham.  Hannah  Latham  Gray  died 
,  before  March  11,  1778  since  on  that  date,  Joseph  Latham  wills  the  heirs 

of  his  daughter  Hannah  Gray  eight  pounds  English  money.  The  Latham 
history  can  be  found  in  Mr.  Avery's  book,  the  Spicer  Genealogy,  and  a 
'History  of  New  London,  Ct. '  by  Caulkins,

Philip  Gray  Jr,  married  for  his  second  wife,  Mercy  Chapman, 
daughter  of  Mercy  Stoddard  and  William  Chapman.  Mercy  Gray  was  born 
October  3,  17^3  and  died  in  1816.  Philip  Gray  and  his  second  wife  were 
cousins.

JONAS  LATHAM  GRAY  was  married  January  1,  1791  to  LUCY  SPICER, 
b*rn  at  Ledyard,  Connecticut,  May  2,  1770  and  died  September  3,  1813.  She 
was  the  daughter  of  Alathea  Allyn  and  Captain  Oliver  Spicer,  The  Spicer 
Genealogy,  'History  *£  the  Descendants  of  Peter  Spicer'  printed  in  1911  by 
Susan  Spicer  Meech  and  Susan  Billings  ^echj  and  the  'Spicer  Genealogy 
Supplement'  printed  in  1923  by  Susan  Billings  Meech,  contain  full  acounts 
of  our  Spicer  family.  For  the  benefit  of  those  persons  who  do  not  have 
access  to  these  works,  I  quote  from  them  in  part: 


PETER  SPICER  came  to  Virginia  from  England  in  1656.  He  was  of 
Welsh  descent.  Peter  Spicer  settled  in  New  London,  Connecticut  in  1666 
where  he  died  in  I69I4.  He  served  in  King  Philips'  War,  Peter  Spicer 
married  December  15,  1670  Mary  Busecot,  daughter  of  Mary  and  Peter  Busecot. 
Peter  Spicer  had  eleven  children  and  among  them  was  Edward  Spicer. 


EDWARD  SPICER,  a  son  of  Peter  Spicer,  was  born  about  167U  and 
died  about  1730.  Edward  Spicer  married  about  1695,  Katherine  Stone,  his 
cousin,  born  August  22,  l6?U,  daughter  of  Abigail  Busecot  and  Hugh  Stone. 
Edward  Spicer  had  seven  children  and  among  them  was  John  Spicer. 


JOHN  SPICER,  a  son  of  Edward  Spicer,  was  born  January  1,  1698 
and  died  August  28,  1753*  He  was  married  October  22,  1720  to  Mary  Geer 
born  May  lU,  1701  and  died  about  17U5,  daughter  of  Martha  Tyler  and  Robert 
Geer,  The  Geer  family  history  can  be  found  in  Mr.  Avery's  book  and  a 
•Genealogy  of  the  Geer  family  in  America'  (1635-191^)  by  Robert  Geer.  The 
Tyler  family  is  recorded  in  'The  Tyler  Genealogy,  descendants  of  Job  Tyler 
of  Andover,  Massachusetts, ' (1619-1700)  by  Willard  I.  Tyler,  Volume  one, 
John  Spicer  had  six  children  and  among  them  was  Captain  Oliver  Spicer. 


CAPTAIN  OLIVER  SPICER,  a  son  of  Mary  Geer  and  John  Spicer, 
was  born  May  28,  1726  and  died  February  11,  l8olu  Captain  Spicer  enlisted 
in  the  Revolutionary  War  early  in  1776.  From  April  1,  1779,  he  was  on  the 
Government  pay  roll  as  a  Captain.  He  is  mentioned  in  the  book,  'Connecti¬ 
cut  Men  in.  the.  Revolution'- page- 56,  ThaD-A^R^  accepted  this  line,  July 
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5,  1928  on  petition  of  our  cousin,  Anna  Bullard  Gardner.  Oliver  Spicer 
was  married  August  1$,  17U9  to  Alathea  Ailyn  born  April  6,  1731  and  died 
September  19,  1816,  daughter  of  Alathea  Avery  and  James  Ailyn.  The  Ailyn 
family  is  mentioned  in  Mr.  Avery's  book  and  a  'History  of  Montville, 
Connecticut'  (I6I4O-I896)  by  Henry  A.  Baker,  The  Avery  family  can  be 
found  in  Mr,  Avery's  book  and  a  Genealogy  entitled  'Averys  of  Groton' 
(1630-189U)  by  Homer  DeLois  Sweet.

On  December  17,  1815,  Jonas  Latham  Gray  was  married  to  nrs. 

Mary  (Polly)  Vorce  Gardner.  There  were  no  children.  She  died  at  the 
home  of  her  step  son,  Abisha  W.  Gray  at  East  Rush,  Susquehanna  county, 
Pennsylvania,  August  28,  1865,  aged  87  years.  She  is  buried  beside  Jonas 
L.  Gray  in  the  Dimock  Cemetery  at  Dimock,  Pa,  Her  grave  has  recently  been 
marked  by  our  cousin,  Mary  Gray  Johnson. 


Jonas  Latham  Gray  was  a  carpenter  and  cabinet  maker  by  occu¬ 
pation.  Philip  Gray  Jr,  was  drafted  for  service  in  the  Revolutionary  war 
at  the  time  when  a  son  could  serve  in  the  father's  place  and  Jonas  Latham 
Gray  went  to  training  for  war  when  he  was  less  than  eighteen  years  of  age. 
He  was  trained  at  West  Point  and  in  the  Regiment  of  Colonel  Canfield.  J. 

L.  Gray's  service  in  the  war  is  mentioned  in  the  Book  'Connecticut  Men  in 

the  Revolution,  page  582.  His  service  in  the  Revolution  has  been  accepted 
by  the  Daughters  and  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution,  largely  due  to  the 
efforts  of  Carrie  Gray  Hurley.  Mrs.  Delphine  Gray  Bullard  joined  the  DAR 
on  the  service  of  Jonas  Latham  Gray,  October  23,  1929  (Nat.  No.  255712) 

Tunkhannock  (Pennsylvania)  Chapter.  She  was  for  many  years  the  only  living 

granddaughter  of  a  Revolutionary  soldier  in  Northeastern  Pennsylvania. 
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Jonas  Latham  Gray  went  on  a  trading  vessel  with  his  father  and 
brother  about  the  time  of  the  close  of  the  Revolutionary  War.  They  sailed 
to  South  America,  went  around  the  ’horn’  and  up  the  west  coast  of  South 
America  and  the  west  coast  of  the  United  States.  Later  their  sailing 
consisted  of  regular  trips  to  the  West  Indies  and  return.  They  continued 
to  sail  for  twelve  years.  Jonas  L.  Gray  and  his  brother  Asa  Gray  built  a 
large  ship  and  invested  all  of  their  money  in  it.  Asa  Gray  sold  the  ship 
while  Jonas  L.  Gray  was  at  sea  and  kept  all  of  the  money  and  left  the 
country.  Jonas  L.  Gray  then  was  penniless;  he  worked  to  pay  up  all  of 
his  debts  in  Connecticut  and  leaving  a  clean  record,  he  and  his  wife,  Polly 
and  his  three  youngest  children  walked  to  Pennsylvania,  leaving  Connecticut 
January  1,  1819.  He  lived  in  Schoharie  county,  New  York,  briefly,  but 
spent  most  of  the  remainder  of  his  life  at  Dimock,  Susquehanna  county,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  where  he  died  August  16,  1832,  aged  70  years.  He  was  buried 
first  in  a  small  cemetery  near  his  farm,  but  his  sons,  J.  W.  and  A.  W,  Gray 
moved  his  body  to  the  present  Dimock  Cemetery,  in  May,  18U9.  At  that  time 
they  opened  his  coffin  in  the  presence  of  all  of  his  living  descendants. 

The  body  was  in  a  remarkable  state  of  preservation  and  his  features  were  as 
natural  as  the  day  of  his  burial. 


Jonas  Latham  Gray  boasted  of  shaking  hands  with  General  George 
Washington  and  General  Marquis  de  Lafayette.  He  listened  to  an  address  by 
Washington  after  he  became  the  first  President  of  the  United  States;  and 
was  in  New  York  City  to  welcome  Lafayette  when  he  visited  this  country  in 
I82I4,  Jonas  Latham  Gray  was  converted  under  the  preaching  of  Bishop 
Francis  Asbury  and  joined  a  Methodist  Society.  After  1800,  Jonas  Latham 
Gray  began  to  live  a  strict  Christian  life  according  to  the  New  Testament 
and  the  Methodist  Discipline.  He  greatly  enjoyed  Methodist  revival  services 
and  Methodist  Camp  Meetings  and  would  walk  miles  each  night  to  attend  the 
services.  He  became  very  emotional,  as  was  the  custom  then,  and  sometimes 
he  would  preach.  These  strong  Christian  principles  were  adopted  by 
practically  all  of  his  descendants.  Jonas  Latham  Gray  spent  his  last  years 
as  a  cabinet  maker.  Several  pieces  of  his  work  still  exist.  Strong 
decisions,  strength  of  character,  vivid  memories,  and  loyalty  to  Christian 
principle  are  very  well  marked  in  the  descendants  of  Jonas  Latham  Gray, 


Jonas  Latham  Cray’s  name  is  inscribed  on  a  bronze  tablet  in  the 
Court  House  at  Montrose,  Susquehanna  county,  Pennsylvania,  as  one  of  the 
Revolutionary  War  soldiers  buried  within  that  county. 


THE  PARK  FAMILY 


HANNAH  GRAY  was  the  oldest  child  of  Ducy  Spicer  and  Jonas 
Latham  Gray.  She  was  born  in  New  London  county,  Connecticut,  December  17, 
1791.  She  married,  in  1812,  Isaac  Park,  son  of  Annie  Williams  and  Stephen 
Park.  Isaac  Park  was  born  in  Groton,  Connecticut,  October  29,  1789,  his 
father,  Stephen  Park  was  a  soldier  in  the  Revolution.  Hannah  Gray  and 
Isaac  Park  lived  briefly  at  Otis,  Massachusetts,  and  in  1818  came  with 
their  friend  Elihu  Buttles  and  family  to  Orwell  township,  Bradford  county, 
Pennsylvania.  Several  accounts  of  this  Park  family  can  be  found  in  the 
Bradford  county  histories.

Hannah  Gray  Park  died  in  Orwell  township,  October  21*,  I83I1,  ten 
days  after  the  casearean  operation  when  Jackson  Park  was  born.  She  is 
buried  in  the  South  Hill  Cemetery  in  Orwell  township.  Lucy  Park,  her 
daughter  was  severely  injured  at  birth.  She  was  always  crippled  and  could 
never  walk.  She  was  a  very  pitiful  person.  Isaac  Park  died  May  7,  1850. 


ISAAC  AUSTIN  PARK  born  October  26,  I8II4.  in  New  London  county, 
Connecticut,  died  on  his  father's  farm  in  Orwell  twp.,  March  16,  1892.  In 
1862,  at  the  formation  of  the  ll*lst  Regiment  of  Pennsylvania  Volunteers,  he 
was  chosen  Oaptain  of  Company  D.  He  served  several  years  of  the  Civil  War. 

He  had  above  average  wealth  and  was  an  influnetial  farmer  in  Bradford  county. 
He  married  January  1,  181*5,  Melissa  Ann  Meracle,  daughter  of  Eunice 
Cogswell  and  Levi  Meracle,  born  December  28,  1827  and  died  May  5,  1900. 

They  are  buried  in  the  South  Hill  Cemetery.

THE  SHARPE  FAMILY 


MARY  GRAY  was  the  second  child  of  Lucy  Spicer  and  Jonas  Latham 
Gray.  She  was  always  called  Polly.  She  was  born  in  New  London  county, 
Connecticut,  October  26,  179b,  She  was  just  twenty  years  older  than  her 
nephew  Austin  Park.  They  always  celebrated  their  birthdays  together. 

Polly  Gray  was  married  June  1,  1823  at  Groton,  L0nnecticut,  to  LIBERTY 
SHARPE  born  December  30,  1790  and  died  December  lb,  1870,  son  of  Alice 
Sanger  and  Caleb  Sharpe,  The  Sharpe  Family  History  is  contained  in  the 
'Sharpe  Family  History — Genealogy  and  Miscellany'  by  W.  C.  Sharpe, 

Polly  Gray  and  Liberty  Sharpe  moved  to  Orwell  township,  Brad¬ 
ford  county,  Pennsylvania,  in  182b,  where  they  engaged  in  farming,  and  he 
in  carpentering  until  about  1890,  when  by  signing  a  note  with  a  neighbor, 
Liberty  Sharpe  lost  everything  he  oxmed.  Then  he  moved  on  a  small  farm 
about  two  miles  outside  of  Owego,  New  York,  where  he  died*  He  was  consi¬ 
dered  to  be  an  expert  carpenter  and  cabinet  maker.  He  slept  only  four 
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hours  each  night  considering  that  sufficient  for  any  man.  He  spent  every 
waking  moment  in  activity,  when  not  employed  at  his  occupation,  he  was 
either  reading  the  Bible  or  whittling*  He  could  fashion  very  lovely  birds 
and  animals  out  of  wood*  He  and  his  wife  were  early  in  life  converted  to 
Methodism  and  were  very  strict  in  their  manner  of  living. 

In  1861*  Aunt  Polly  Sharpe  had  a  paralytic  stroke  which  partially 
paralized  her  and  in  1870  she  had  the  second  stroke  which  made  her  bed¬ 
ridden  until  her  death  in  1878,  Her  last  years  •■Were  spent  in  prayer 
begging  God  to  let  her  die.  C.  F.  Park  said  that  Aunt  Polly  was  a  very 
wonderful  woman.

PHILIP  GRAY  FAMILY 


PHILIP  GRAY  was  the  third  child  of  Lucy  Spicer  and  Jonas 
Latham  Gray  and  was  born  in  New  London  county,  Connecticut,  December  29, 
1797  and  died  in  New  Orleans,  Louisiana  of  the  yellow  fever  about  1850. 
He  inherited  a  love  for  the  sea  and  was  a  sailor  for  many  years.  He 
sailed  all  over  the  world,  visiting  Australia,  Algeria,  and  Asia  several 
times,  Philip  Gray  was  married  about  1820  to  Maria  Hewlett  of  Groton, 
Connecticut,  and  she  and  her  family  lived  in  New  Orleans,  Louisiana. 
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Philip  Gray  visited  his  people  in  Pennsylvania  several  times  and  after 
his  death,  his  widow  came  several  times.  After  a  visit  at  Abisha  W. 
Gray’s  in  i860,  she  returned  to  Louisiana  and  was  never  heard  from  again.
